PUBLIC LIBRARY OF KENTUCKY. 

An amendment to the law incorporating 
the Public Library of Kentucky, at Louisville, 
passed the House, said amendment consist- 
ing in the striking out of section 9, which 
provides that, in the event of the library ceas- 
ing to exist, the books, pamphlets, &., shall 
be restored to the donors, and the material 
and articles procured by purchase equitably 
distributed among the stockholders. Mr. 
Walde explained that the section was sup- 
posed by some to invest the managers with 
the dangerous power of dissolving the asso- 
ciation at pleasure. 

A PERSONAL EXPLANATION.

On motion of Col. Hosk i, the privileges 
of the House were aecerded to Col. R. A. 
James, of Chattancom, during his stay in 
Frankfort. Col. James arrived here last 
evening, and I learn that his business is to 
urge the passage of the Cincinnati railroad 
bill by the Kentucky Legislature. 

THE CENOCINNATI BILL. 

The Cincinnati Southern railroad bill has 
been postponed in the House te the #th of 
January. What transpired yesterday indi- 
cated pretty clearly the final result so far as 
that body is concerned: The vote will be 
close, closer than some persons here seem to 
think. Even if the advocates of the measure 
secure its passage through the House, how- 
ever, they will be as far from the attainment 
of their object as at the close of the last ses- 
sion of the General Assembly. It will not, 1 
am persuaded, pass the Senate. Two votes 
have been gained by the election of tue sue- 
cessors of Mesars. Little and Gardener, but 
that will by no means secure for it a majori- 
ty. Whatever occurs in the House, I repeat 
that I am confident this iniquitous scheme for 
subsidimng Kentucky to an Ohio town will 
fail in the Senate. 

THE SENATORIAL CANVASS, 

Just now McCreery has a ciear field in 
electioncering for Senator. Yesterday Beck, 
Knott and Bramlette went to Louisville to 
be in attendance on the Bar Convention, and 
Marshall has not been bere this week. As 
for Lindsay, the duties of his office allow 
him little time for making Interest with the 
members, so he has hardly been seen out of 
the Appellate Court-room since Monday. 
McCreery seems disposed to improve the 
opportunity, and I warn his competitors that 
his efforts. in the matter of electioneering are 
net tobe despised.

The K and PF. RR. Co. are now delivering coal 
im the city at a cost to dealers ot 8@itc. per 
bushel. This coal is brought from the Beaver 


Dam and Render mines, about 110 to 112 miles | 


from the city. The mines at Beaver Dam, 110 
miles distant, are now abite to deliver twenty 
car-loads of 250 bushels each per day: there are 
seven openings, worked by five different com- 
panies, and the veins vary from four and a half 
to six feet im thickness. The coal is 
said to be a very rich Peacock arti- 
cle, and the mines are easily . worked, 
the oy enings being mostly in the hill-side. The 
dificuity at present is that the coal must be 
wagoned or carted from the mines to the cars, a 
distance of ore to two miles over a rough coun- 
try road. Of course this increases the cost of 
the coal two to three cents per bashel, perhaps 
more. The E. and P. R. R. Co. should by all 
means build switches directly te the mines: the 
increased business for the road would pay a 
large interest on the cost of the track. The sup 
ply from the Render mines, about 112 miles dis 
tant, is stated at 1,000 to 1,500 bushels per day. 
The supply from both points with proper efforts 
on the part of the railroad company should be 
fully 6,500 bushels per day.
